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Present Tally 
Four Lobbyists 
Per Legislator

There are four lobbyists for each senator at the Nebraska 


Legislature. 


Some lobbyists are hired to represent a number of 


organizations. Some are the full-time employes of a single 
organization. Some are volunteer spokesmen for a citizens 
group, a political action organization, a cause. 


Some of the lobbyists spend money on senators for meals, 


refreshments and entertainment. Some do not. 


A few are high-powered (but, most often, low-key), in- 


fluential figures who move and shake the political structure of 
state government. The stakes for some of their clients can, 
over a period of time, be measured in the millions of dollars. 


And some lobbyists have little or no influence at all. 


209 Lobbyists Register 


AH told, 209 lobbyists have registered with the 1975 


Legislature to represent 299 organizations. There are 49 state 
senators. 


Each lobbyist pays a $25 registration fee for every client 


he or she represents. 


Each must file monthly expense statements (as do the 


employers), listing expenditures which include "the payment 
of any bills for food, refreshments, entertainment, transporta- 
tion or other services where members of the Legislature were 
included." 


Sen. John Cavanaugh HI of Omaha, who says lobbyist is 


"legitimate and necessary," has proposed a lobbyist reform 
bill which would broaden the reporting requirements to in- 
clude all expenditures connected with lobbyist activities, in- 
cluding salaries paid to lobbyists for legislative services. 


As old as U.S. independence itself — and perhaps even 


older — the term lobbyist was first applied to a representative 
of a special interest group. Promoting support of his cause, the 
representative "buttonholed" lawmakers in legislative lob- 
bies, as well as in offices, restaurants, bars and homes. 


All Kinds Of Approaches 


Lobbyists use all kinds of approaches in attempting to in- 


fluence senators, but the most common is the individual con- 
versation with a lawmaker, one-on-one. 


Sometimes, they work together. 
Some 30 lobbyists sponsor a hospitality room for senators 


at 13th and J where drinks and snacks are available daily from 
4 30 to 6.30 p.m. Fellowship is the order of the day, with "lob- 
bying" strictly prohibited. 


On Monday noons, Northwestern Bell Telephone Co., the 


Omaha Public Power District, the Nebraska Association of 
County Officials and Tews & Noren host an informal luncheon 
for any and all senators at the Executive Building across the 
street from the Statehouse. 


Another lobbying fixture is the Nebraska Railroads 


Association suite at the Radisson-Comhusker Hotel, where 
lunch is available to senators on Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday. 


All of those expenditures are listed in lobbying reports. 


No One Swayed, Burbach Says 


Free meals and refreshments have no effect at all in terms 


of influencing senators, Speaker Jules Burbach of Crofton in- 
sists. 


Lobbyists agree it is the contact, not the freebies, which is 


important. 


The premier lobbyist in Nebraska is David Tews, a former 


(1957-451) senator, attorney and businessman (chiefly commer- 
cial real estate), whose headquarters are at the Executive 
Building. 


Together with his law partner, Charles Noren, Tews 


represents 19 clients this session. They range from the Buffalo 
County Livestock Improvement Association to OPPD and the 
Lincoln Telephone & Telegraph Co. 


Tews represents ophthalmologists, insurance agents, trial 


attorneys, architects, district court judges, motorcycle dealers, 
news media executives, certified public accountants, firemen 
and realtors. 


'A Regular Monthly Retainer' 


Most of his expenditure reports for January (the February 


reports are not due until mid-March) simply list the fact that 
he is working for "a regular monthly retainer," unspecified. 


"If the Legislature requests further information, I will 


promptly furnish the same," his reports say. 


One employer, the Media of Nebraska, an organization of 


news media executives, lists Tews' monthly retainer as $400. 
Other employers do not cite any figure. 


Disclosure of lobbying fees is not important, except to 


"fulfill some person's curiosity," Tews maintains. 


Sifting through lobbying reports for one day, you will find 


that James Preston, lobbyist for the Nebraska Motor Carriers 
(truckers) Association, spent $524.77 in January for food and 
refreshments, mostly at the Nebraska Club, the hospitality 
room and Standard Market. 


Edwin Miller and Philip Kenny, lobbyists for the 


Nebraska Railroads Association, listed $414.95 in January 
expenditures for food and refreshments, including $272.62 at 
the Radisson-Cornhusker and $92.33 for tobacco and candy 
from Gulley's Pharmacy. Rental for the railroad hospitality 
room was $138. 


Women's Lobbyist Spends Nothing 


A lobbyist who does not spend money on senators is 


Yvonne Leung, who represents the Women's Lobby. 


Meals do not influence a senator's voting decisions, she 


believes, but they often do determine how much time a 
senator spends with the lobbyist. 
« 


But the lobbyist is "only effective on issues in which there 


is no constituency input. You can't override the constituency," 
Leung pointed out. 


Research and detailed preparation are far more important 


to lobbyist success than a steak or a cocktail, Tews agrees. 


"You've got to know what your client wants, organize 


your presentation and present it to the senator in an orderly 
manner. 


"Remember, you are competing for that senator's time." 
And tell it all, Tews says. 
"Give the entire picture to a senator, even if some of it 


works to your disadvantage. 


"If you are to be successful, senators must be able to rely 


on what you say."

Young Tutors Help Teach Retarded Classmates

The steps leading from the parking lot to the 


front door of Hawthorne School are little and 
close together - built for little feet. 


But the ideas behind that door are big, 


where 5th- and 6th-grade students are stepping 
eagerly to tutor their mentally retarded 
classmates. 


In five months, they've built something 


much stronger than the school had counted 
on. Mentally retarded youngsters were 
"mainstreamed" last fall for the first time into 
the regular Hawthorne curriculum. 


"My cousin, she's mentally retarded," said 


Ronnie Wallman, 11. "I know they need help, 
and that's why I chose to do this." A 6th- 
grader, Ronnie's specialty is teaching math, 
spelling and how to tell time from a clock. 


"Half the time," said Sheri Nichols, 11, "I 


forget they're handicapped. 


"You've got to have a lot of patience to 


work with those kids," said Sheri, also a 6th- 
grader. And she's learned too, she must 
"explain things better." 


Team leader Judy Holtfreter, who adapted 


the program from a vanguard Wisconsin 
project, said both the tutors and their mental- 
ly retarded schoolmates have experienced 
"tremendous morale growth," improved 
punctuality and. character development. 


"Both seemed to benefit in terms of 


enhancement of self-concept," she said. 


Witness Ronnie's comment, offered in a 


private interview: "It's made me feel proud of 
myself." 


Principal Ruthelen Sittler said all the 


Hawthorne students feel very close to the 
tutoring program. It was launched after dis- 
cussions with the kids revealed they wanted to 
make the mentally retarded pupils part of the 
Hawthorne learning environment. 


Tutor's Pledge 


If selected as a tutor, I hereby agree to fulfill 


my duties willingly and effectively. I realize 
that it is my responsibility to be prompt, 
courteous and efficient. I am aware that I can 
be removed from my job at any time if I fail to 
fulfill my obligations or if my behavior 
warrants removal. 


As one result, Miss Sittler said, "The feeling 


they (tutors) have about the children is very 
positive." That, added Mrs. Holtfreter, makes 
the handicapped children's parents "feel 
much more a part of the school," as well as 
affecting the attitudes of younger nontutors 
"in the regular classroom." 


While the "only requirement is to master a 


skill," ranging from physical education to art, 
an 11-year-old "can't just go down to a roomv 
and help somebody," she said. 


In emphasizing the responsibility involved, 


she first had the prospective tutors complete a 
written application, indicating "what they felt 
were their qualifications, why they would be a 
good tutor." 


When some students modestly said that 


would be bragging, Mrs. Holtfreter told them 
they'll have to tell employers later "why you 
can do a good job." And the kids responded. 


They also pledged to be prompt and 


courteous, and complete a training program to 
learn, for example, "how to correct something 
on the spot" to avoid reinforcing incorrect in- 
formation, she said. 


Ronnie explained: "You don't say, 'No, 


that's wrong.' That would make them feel 
bad." Rather, he'll "tell how good they did," 
after a correct response. 


Tutoring sessions last 15 minutes a day

during a three-week period. Sixty Hawthorne 
tutors give up class time in what they and their 
teachers determine is their strongest subject. 


If a tutor is absent one day, an alternate 


steps in. And it's the tutors' responsibility "to 
keep tabs on each other." Mrs. Holtfreter said, 
because the mentally retarded students "get 
very dependent on them." 


When the mentors finish each session, they 


must fill out a self-assessment checklist and 


have a follow-up meeting with their teachers. 
The teachers study how the tutoring has 
affected each mentally retarded child's 
classroom behavior and skills application 


Tutors "are really not doing formal instruc- 


tion" as a teacher replacement, Mrs. Holt- 
freter explained; rather, they reinforce skills 
"children are weak in." Principal Sittler noted 
that "sociability and interaction has really 
been the high point."

Emergency Unlikely ... 
Sleepy Storm 
Blankets City 


A sleepy snowstorm blanketed the city Sunday 


afternoon with abouttwo inches of new snow. 


Lloyd Bomberger, superintendent of the 


Public Works Road Department, said he had called 
his snow removal crews into work but that it was 
unlikely a snow emergency would be called. 


"We're plowing arterials for the second time," 


he said. "So far, everything has been south of us. I 
hope it stays there." 


Several south Lincoln residences were without 


power for about 15 minutes Sunday night when a 
4,800-volt line at the 29th and A street substation 
shorted out. 


A Lincoln Electric System spokesman said the 


outage occurred in an area between A and Everett 
and 27th and 50th. He said the short-circuit was 
probably caused by snow and ice on equipment. 


Lincoln police reported 44 traffic accidents 


between 3 p.m. and 5 p.m. Only a few of the ac- 
cidents caused injuries and all the injuries were 
minor. 


Police said there were approximately 60 ac- 


cidents from the time the snow began. 


Heaviest snowfall in the state was reported in 


the Hastinp area, with about 10 inches by late Sun- 
day night. 


A spokesman for the National Weather Service 


at Lincoln said radar indicated a 20-mile-wide band 
extended from Hastings to a point between 
Beatrice and Lincoln. 


"It seems to be sitting still," he said, "which 


accounts for the heavy snow south of us." 


Sgt. Laurence Johnson of the Hastings Police 


Department said area residents were being urged 
to stay at home but that most roads were still 
passable. 


The Nebraska State Patrol reported all roads 


in southeast Nebraska snowpacked. No serious ac- 
cidents had been reported. 


Six inches of snow was reported at Hallam, 


three inches at Syracuse, four inches at Holdrege 
and one inch of new snow at Grand Island.

Highland City Attacked 


SAIGON (AP) — North Vietnamese 


troops attacked a key provincial capital in 
the Central Highlands early Monday and 
fought their way into the city, the Saigon 
command announced. 


The assault on Ban Me Thuot was the 


most determined in a series of attacks 
through northern and central South Viet- 
nam that brought the heaviest fighting in 
two months. Several district capitals 
appeared in danger of falling, with radio 
communications cut, and one outpost was 
overrun. 


A Saigon command spokesman said the 


North Vietnamese poured 400 rounds of 


heavy shells into Ban Me Thuot, 155 miles 
northeast of Saigon, and followed with in- 
fantry assaults. "The southern section of 
the city is under siege," he said, adding 
that the city airport and an ammunition 
dump were main targets and a number of 
North Vietnamese tanks were spotted 
three miles away. 


There were field reports that sappers 


attacked the provincial headquarters and 
radio station and soldiers were fighting 
house to house in the city with a popula- 
tion of 160,000. About 55% of the 
residents are Montagnard tribesmen. 


Syria Wants 
Overall Pact 
JERUSALEM (AP) — Secretary of State Henry 


A. Kissinger arrived in Jersualem Sunday night 
with Egyptian peace proposals, but Israeli leaders 
appeared apprehensive. 


Hours before in Damascus, Syrian President 


Hafez Assad told the shuttling American diplomat 
that he would accept an interim agreement only if 
it provides for an Israeli withdrawal from the oc- 
cupied Golan Heights as well as the Sinai. Assad 
also said Syria would not participate in a Geneva 
peace conference unless the Palestinians are seated 
at the table. 


Both are tender issues with the Israelis, and they 


predicted tough negotiations were ahead for 
Kissinger 


Normally heavy security was strengthened for 


Kissinger's visit but a bomb exploded in a deserted 
park 500 yards from the King David Hotel where he 
is staying. It went off before Kissinger's plane 
landed and police reported no casualties, 


Kissinger met with Israel's negotiating team 


during a two-hour dinner at the home of Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin. Later, Foreign Minister 
Yigal Allon said. "This is a very difficult situation." 
Another Israeli leader at the dinner said Kissinger 
appeared tired and "a long process is anticipated." 


Kissinger will have breakfast Monday with 


Rabin, meet again with the negotiating team and 
then break off to fly to Ankara. Turkey, to discuss 
with Turkish officials the prospects for resuming 
negotiations over divided Cyprus. 


On his arrival at David Ben-Gunon Airport, 


Kissinger said he wanted to see "whether we can 
develop jointly some ideas that would provide the 
basis for further discussions." 


Allon said he was hoping that "what he has to tell 


us would be more constructive and more hopeful 
than what the Arab media has to tell us." 


He was referring to articles like one that 


appeared Sunday in a Cairo political weekly, Rose 
el Youseff. It said that any Egyptian-Israeli agree- 
ment would be military and "have nothing to do 
with the political side of the Middle East problem, 
especially the state of war. If Israel insists on in- 
cluding these matters, Egypt's answer will be no 
agreement."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Federal 


narcotics agents conducted 
themselves in an unprofessional 
manner in failing to pursue a lead 
linking financier Robert L. Vesco to a 
heroin smuggling scheme, according 
to a report by Senate investigators. 


However, the 200-page report 


released Sunday by the staff of the 
Senate permanent subcommittee on 
investigations concluded it could not 
substantiate allegations that the Nixon 
administration covered up the 1973 
case or that Vesco was in fact part of 
the drug scheme. 


At the time, Vesco was under 


federal indictment on charges in- 
volving a $200,000 Nixon campaign 
contribution in an alleged attempt to 
influence an investigation of his ac- 
tivities by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 


The case steins from allegations 


made to the subcommittee, in October 
1973, by a government informant, 
Franklin Peroff. Peroff said that 
agents of the Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration had abruptly terminated 
a major narcotics investigation when 
he produced evidence that Vesco was 


the financial backer of a scheme to 
smuggle 100 kilograms of heroin from 
France into the United States. 


The drug case was ended in July 


1973, two months after a federal grand 
jury in New York had indicted Vesco 
along with former Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell and former Commerce 
Secretary Maurice Stans in connection 
with the $200,000 contribution. 


Mitchell and Stans subsequently 


were acquitted, while efforts to 
extradite Vesco from the Bahamas 
and Costa Rica failed. 


In a statement accompanying the 


staff report, subcommittee chairman 
Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., said that 
"by their performance in the Peroff 
matter ... by their inconsistent 
testimony before the subcommittee, 
by their fierce determination to de- 
fend obvious incompetence by their 
own personnel, DEA officials have 
shown themselves to be deserving of 
responsible criticism." 


For that reason," Jackson added, "I 


have directed that the staff continue 
its investigation into the over-ail ef- 
ficiency of DEA." 


The subcommittee said it verified

that Peroff had presented federal 
agents with a tape recording of a Mon- 
treal man named Conrad Bouchard 
telling him to fly to Costa Rica where 
he would pick up $300.000 from Vesco 
or from Norman LeBlance, a close 
associate of Vesco's. Instead of 
allowing Peroff to go through with the 
plan, drug agents withdrew the use of 
the private Lear jet Peroff was to have 
used, the subcommittee said. 


According to the report, Peroff then 


recounted the case to both a Secret 
Service agent at the White House and 
a member of the U.S. attorney's office 
in New York, which had brought the 
indictment against Mitchell, Stans and 
Vesco. Four days later, Peroff was 
arrested on a year-old warrant from 
Florida for cashing bad checks, the in- 
vestigators found. 


The report concluded that "Peroff 


was right when he said federal agents 
did not properly investigate the Vesco- 
LeBlance lead." 


As an example of "unprofessional 


conduct" the subcommittee report 
cited the fact that no records were 
kept on the Vesco lead in "blatant 
violation of DEA rules."

For Cambodian President

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) - A cam- 


paign to oust President Lon Nol is gathering 
momentum amid mounting criticism of him from 
the legislature and high civilian and military of- 
ficials. Well-informed sources say he mwht be 
pressured into stepping down. 


Many observers and officials here believe the 


semiparalyzed, six-star field marshal's days are 
numbered but the key questions are when he 
would go and how. 


Lon Nol spends most of his time in his fortified 


presidential palace insulated by an army of ad- 
visers and friends and has little idea of the gravity 
of his situation, the sources say. He leaves the 
palace rarely for flying trips around the Phnom 
Penh enclave in a convoy bristling with arms. 


Lon Nol received some foreign newsmen at His 


palace Sunday, but his only words, according to 
one journalist, were "I wish you a nice morning " 
and "thank you." The meeting was an apparent 
effort to squelch rumors that he had fled to 
Thailand. 


Some of the staff in the U.S. embassy speak of 


him with contempt. Sources say embassy civilian 
staff members recommended getting rid of Lon 
Nol as far back as 1973 but military elements in 
the embassy prevailed. 


Some sources indicate the embassy is moving 


behind the scenes now, passing the word to 
legislators and government officials that they 


would not be sorry to see Lon Nol go as soon as 
possible, but they fear to intervene too openly lest 
they be accused of meddling. 


Although some Cambodian generals have been 


vocal in pnvate about favoring a coup, and 
although coup rumors are circulating, well- 
informed sources say the Americans have let it be 
known they are adamantly against a coup on 
grounds that it would create instability at a time 
when strength and unity are needed. Also, it 
could alienate the U.S. Congress by showing a 
lack of seriousness in government or "drawing- 
room politics" and thus further jeopardize U.S. 
aid. 


"Ninety per cent of the government and the 


army want Lon Nol to resign," said one high- 
ranking Cambodian official. His views were 
echoed in conversations with three government 
ministers, a number of legislators and several 
generals. 


The legislature passed this week two strongly- 


worded resolutions that pointed indirectly at Lon 
liOl. 


One declared that "certain important bodies 


are not responding to the present situation " a 
clear reference to the armed forces, and called on 
Lon Nol to take responsibility for the conduct of 
the war and "take all necessary measures ... to 
bring peace and progress."

Retired Gen. Leonard F. Chapman, former 


commandant of the Marine Corps, said there may 
be 10 million to 12 million illegal aliens in the 
country. 


His comments came in remarks prepared for 


the annual mid-winter conference of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars. 


Illegal aliens, he said, are taking jobs, "good 


jobs that are needed and wanted by unemployed 
Americans..." 


"This problem is not restricted to any 


geographic area," he said. "It is nationwide in 
scope and impact, and affects everyone." 


"... One of the myths that surrounds illegal 


aliens is that they toil all day in the hot sun 
picking cotton or lettuce. This is no longer the 
case. The illegal alien now holds jobs in industry, 
in construction and in service occupations. Less 
than one-third are employed in agriculture. 


"The number of overstayed and other illegal 


aliens who are employed at above average pay is 
substantial," he said. 


They come here, Chapman said, because it is 


still easier to get jobs than in many other coun- 
tries.

Authorities said the jar ap­ 
parently contained sodium 
nitrite. Mrs. Edwards had put 
some of the substance in the 
saltsh aker and may have 
seasoned some liver with the 
chemical before she died, police 
said. 


But authorities said they 
couldn’t determine why the 
woman had the chemical, used 


in meat processing m 
q uantities and for dy es. 
After cleaning out most of her 
mother’s apartment, Mrs. Den­ 
son told her friends “to take 
whatever they wanted.” 
One of them, Greg ory Smith, 
said he noticed the saltshaker 
and took it to the rooming house 
of Jeanette Hoy across the street 
because a similar shaker had 
been damag ed. 
On March 2, Mrs. Hoy , 40, 
fixed chicken and potatoes for 
herself. Her face became flushed 
after the meal and she soon died 
at a local hospital, said Smith, 
who visited the rooming house 
freq uently . 
On Wednesday , three elderly 
men who lived in the rooming 
house suffered from the sy mp­ 
toms of sodium nitrite poisomng 
after they had a breakfast of 
oatmeal, Smith said. 


One of the men, Joseph Klein, 
70, was dead on arrival at St. 
Bernard's Hospital, officials 
said. The others, Frank Budnick, 
79 , and Georg e Yokavich, 72, 


were in critical condition, of­ 
ficials said. 
Last Friday , Smith said he 
fixed a breakfast of bacon and 
eg g s, sprinkled with the sub­ 
stance from th e y ellow 
saltshaker. 
After the breakfast, five more 
persons were broug ht to the 
hospital with similar sy mptons. 
Three of them — Aifonzo Hoy , 
15 months; Smith, 27, and David 
Moore, 22 — were listed in fair 
condition. The other two — 
Sheila Hoy , 17, the daug hter of 
Mrs. Hoy and the mother of 
Aifonzo, and Mrs. Denson — 
were treated and released. 
"It doesn’t seem rig ht. It just 
doesn't seem real,” Smith said 
from his hospital bed.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (AP) — 
A computer prog rammed to 
reflect the way the nation 
produces and burns natural g as 
projects that there could be a 30 
% shortag e by 1980. 


“This is the worst that could 
happen, and I believe that the 
worst will happen,” said Paul 
MacAvoy , who desig ned the 
economic model at the Energ y 
Laboratory of Massachusetts 
Institute of Technolog y . 


The larg e shortag e will occur 
if the Federal Power Commis­ 
sion continues its policy of 
allowing small y early increases 
in g as prices, MacAvoy said. 


According to the computer 
projection, he said, the only 
reasonable way to catch up with 
demand is to g radually take 
federal controls off the price of 
newly found g as. This would 
produce incentive for petroleum 
speculators to drill for new 
reserves, but it would also mean 
about a 65% price increase by 
1980. 


“The shortag e in 1980 will be 
as larg e as 30%,” MacAvoy said. 
We 11 be about 10 trillion cubic 
feet short of demand. I’m 
assuming there will be little 
political chang e in Cmng ress and 
that there will be no dereg ula­ 
tion of new g as.” 


The shortag e, however, would 
not be spread evenly across the 
nation. 


MacAvoy said it would be 
worst in the north central United 
States, where it would reach 40 
%—about the amount used there 


by industry . The shortag e would 
be about 20% in the Northeast, 
15% in the Southeast and 10% in 
the West. 


Besides prompting exploration 
for g as, MacAvoy said, hig her 
prices would dampen demand. 


MacAvoy , an economist, is a 
professor of public manag ement 
and a researcher at the energ y 
lab of MIT’s Alfred P. Sloan 
School of Manag ement. He said 
the natural g as model cost $550,- 
000 to develop. 


On Tuesday , MacAvoy is 
scheduled to testify on the 
natural g as shortag e before a 
House Way s and Means Com­ 
mittee energ y hearing . 
The FPC recently set a 
nationwide ceiling of 50 cents 
per thousand cubic feet on the 
price of newly drilled g as. If 
federal controls were removed, 
this price would rise to 9 0 cents, 
MacAvoy said. 
However, controls would re­ 
main on g as found in previous 
y ears, and when this was mixed 
with the new g as, the averag e 
wholesale price to pipeline com­ 
panies in 19 80 would be 84 cents. 
If current pricing policies con­ 
tinue, the averag e wholesale 
price in 1980 would be 69 cents. 
The current price is 51 cents. 
The computer model, created 
with a g rant from the National 
Science Foundation, is used 
primarily by the federal g overn­ 
ment to test the effect of various 
pricing proposals. 
Am ong o th e r p o lic ie s 
examined were taxes on con­ 
sumption and subisides for g as 
producers.

President Ford has quite a selling job 


to do if he is to swing Congress around tc 
rae point of authorizing additional military 
fIL.£Jnl°^lina ~ unless' of course, 
members of Congress act independently of 
the wishes of their constituents. 


Ford and Secy, of State Kissinger are 


giving it their best - arguing that the fate 
of not only Cambodia but all of Asia, and 
we good name of the United States as well 
depends upon that $222 million supplemen- 
tal appropriation. It can be argued that 
such a paltry amount will not purchase 
bade America's good name, which was 
besmirched in many eyes because of the 
rang, fruitless presidential war fought in 
Southeast Asia in support of a poUcy long 
smce regarded as bankrupt by most of the 
rest of the world. Still, the Ford ad- 
ministration argues that our honor is at 
stake. 


We don't think many of the American 


people are buying that argument. We think 
the majority of people in this country now 
are not thinking so much about that par- 
ticular concept of honor - in terms of stan- 
oing by commitments the people 
themselves didn't make and don't support 
- but rather about regaining respect as a 
nation which, while powerful, is a little 
more choosy about what it gets in to They 
are beginning to realize that the immediate 
post-war American fantasy-turned-policy 
of remaking the entire world in this 
nation's image is turning out more and 
more to oe fantasy. 


The most difficult thing, of course, is 


to see and hear about the civilian suffering, 


"You Know Where We Went Wrong? We Didn't 


Try To Steal The U.S. Government* 


and still speak out against more aid. The 
administration is trading on the inherent 
sympathy and decency of the American 
people in that regard and it is unfair. 


One of the points that opponents of aid 


make is that suffering will be alleviated 
only when the fighting stops and we tend to 
think that is true. If one looks only for the 
worst in Cambodia or Vietnam, he can be 
given two equally horrible alternatives — 
bloodbath before an insurgent victory or 
bloodbath after. In that case, what is the 
point of dragging it out? 


Perhaps the appeals by an ad- 


ministration desperate to keep its policy 
alive and kicking (while Cambodians and 
Vietnamese die) will work and some 
amount of aid will be granted by Congress 
in excess of what has already been granted. 


But the people are against such aid. 


One poll released this weekend showed 
that the public by more than a 6-1 ratio are 
against additional aid to South Vietnam 
and Cambodia. Much of the opposition is 
based on the fear it would lead to rein- 
volvement in Southeast Asia on a major 
scale. 


The President makes assurances that 


that won't be the case. Even so, the latest 
Harris poll shows that 65% of the American 
people oppose U.S. military aid in general, 
only 22% support it while the remainder 
are undecided. 


If Congress grants more aid, it will be 


in the face of overwhelming public opposi- 
tion.

We're not prepared to say that special 


referee John Kuns' recommendation for 
reprimand but not disbarment for G Brad- 
ford Cook is mismatching punishment and 
crime. Former Judge Runs' conclusion 
may be just, compassionate (certainly) and 
entirely appropriate. 


What worries us about the Kuns opi- 


nion which will be forwarded to the 
Nebraska Supreme Court goes far beyond 
the issue of Cook and his part in the Vesco 
case.

never considered gardening are 
looking for somewhere to raise a 
few vegetables to help cut food 
costs.

Space b Problem 


A few apartment complex 


managers say that no space is 
available adjacent to the 
apartments but many are trying 
to provide garden plots if there 
is available space. 


A spokesman for Georgetown

space and that the management 
is hoping to develop some of the 
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adjacent land for gardening. 


Peterson Construction Co. 


reported that it has provided 
garden space in conjunction with 
the sales agreements for con- 
dominiums known as patio 
homes. 


A spokesman explained that 


the division of the space is up to 
the association of which the 
residents are members. 


Up To Residents 


If the residents of the eight- 


plexes agree, one person may 
use more than the one-eighth of 
the space to which he or she 
would normally be entitled, he 
said. 


Although plans are not yet 


finalized, the management of 
Thomasbrook Apartments in- 
dicated that garden space will be 
provided 
for interested 


residents. 


An area adjacent to the Villa 


Apartments has been available 
for gardening for the last three ( 
years. 


The amount of space available 


depends upon how many are in- 
terested, a Villa spokesman said. 


For those who don't have 


space in their own yards or 
apartment complexes, city space 
may be available. 


According to City Property 


Manager Dennis Fettinger's of- 
fice, many city-owned vacant 
lots will be open again this year 
for gardening. 


Pettinger said that interested 


people may check the available 
space on maps in his office and 
that garden agreements allow 
use of the land without charge. 


Most of the available lots of 


varying sizes are located in 
northeast Lincoln where the city 
has acquired land for the 
proposed Northeast Radial. 


Some Asked Early 


Calls for the lots, which are 


allotted on a first come-first 
serve basis, started coming into 
the city as early as last 
November; 
some lease 


agreements have already been 
entered into. 


The local Rock Island 


Railroad office said that Rock 
Island doesn't lease its right-of- 
way for gardening, but the 
railroad has no objection if the 
gardener wants to take the risk 


of having his or her garden 
destroyed by weed spray used by 
the railroad. 
x Both Rock Island and 
Burlington Northern noted that 
allowing garden use along 
railroad right-of-way helps the 


railroad with its maintenance 
job of keeping the weeds down 
along the tracks. 


However, Burlington requires

Beginning Gardeners Warned Of Pitfalls

Millions of Americans with 


visions of ripe red tomatoes and 
leafy green lettuce at a fraction 
of the supermarket cost are 
buying seeds and getting ready 
for spring planting. But the 
experts warn that beginning gar- 
deners face plenty of pitfalls. 


President Ford urged people 


to plant gardens to help fight in- 
flation and the White House said 
this week that it is considering 
its own vegetable plot to set an 
example. The Agriculture 
Department estimates that 
members of one out of six 
American families will be ten- 
ding a garden this summer. Seed 
companies report sales — and 
prices — are up 


Prices, soil types and planting 


times vary widely from* area to 
area and you will have to check 
local gardeners to find out what 
is best for you. 


Mark Cathey, who works at 


the Agriculture Department and 
is president of the American 
Horticultural Society, has some 
general advice, however.- 


"Think small, start small," 


says Cathey. If you don't know 
anything about gardening, don't 
try a farm-size spread of hard-to- 
grow vegetables. "The first time 
around, you'll be doing well to 
produce (anything)." 


Cathey says a 10-foot by 10- 


foot plot should provide enough 
vegetables for a family of four or 
five. Figure on spending about 
an hour a week on the garden 


after the initial planting. 


Remember: most vegetables 


need at least six hours a day of 
direct sunlight. If your yard 
doesn't get enough sun, consider 
teaming up with a neighbor or 
checking to see if your city has a 
program to rent plots for 
nominal fees. 


After you've selected a plot, 


says Cathey, "the first step is to 
find our what your family will 
eat." You won't save any money 
if you grow items that no one 
likes. 


Get some expert advice. 


"Everyone knows who's the gar- 
dener in the neighborhood," 
says Catbey. Look for him and 
start up a conversation. Talk to 
your neighbors, get together to 


buy seed. You'll save money and 
help conserve seed which is in 
short supply because of the in- 
creased interest in gardening. 


The 100 member organizations 


of the American Horticultural 
Society also are a good source of 
information and they are listed 
in local telephone books. 


Cathey advises against a lot of 


fancy equipment. "I do 
everything in my garden with a 
shovel and what I call con- 
tinuous digging." This means 
digging up the plot, breaking up 
clumps and roots and turning 
over the soil about a dozen times 
in a two-week period. 


Add fallen leaves and twigs to 


the soil to make a loose mixture; 
don't bother about removing 


pebbles — take out only the 
rocks that are larger than your 
fist. 


Continuous digging and addi- 


tion of leaves gives you a loose 
mixture so the level of your plot 
will be above the soil line in the 
rest of te garden. That's impor- 
tant, says Cathey, so roots aren't 
exposed to the air the first time 
the rain washes away some dirt. 


The soil in most areas of the 


country needs extra limestone, 
Cathey says, and you should 
expect to use about 15 or 20 
pounds of garden fertilizer 
during the summer. 


Cathey says the easiest items 


to grow — "I call them foolproof 
vegetables" — are salad bowl 
lettuce, tomatoes, bell peppers, 


eggplant, zucchini squash and 
New Zealand or hot weather 
spinach. 


Derek Fell, director of the 


National Garden Bureau and a 
member of Ford's "Whip Infla- 
tion Now" garden task force, has 
designed a 15- by 25-foot garden 
plot that he estimates could 
produce vegetables worth $200. 
The cost, he estimates, is about 
$40 in equipment and $11.15 in 
seed. 


Other price estimates vary. 


You'll need a hose and probably 
a sprinkler for a total cost of 
between $15 and $20. Some 
experts suggest renting a rotary 
tiller to break up the soil Cathey 
prefers the exercise of plain 
digging.

But this year, many who have 
never considered gardening are 
looking for somewhere to raise a' 
few vegetables to help cut food 
costs. 


In fact, many Lincoln apart­ 
ment dwellers are seeking out 
gardening space, and complex 


managers are making efforts to 
provide garden space for their 
residents. 
Space Is Pro blem 
A few apartment complex 
managers say that no space is 
available adjacent to the 
apartments but many are trying 
to provide garden plots if there 
is available space. 
A spokesman for Georgetown 
Apartments said that there have 
been many requests for garden 
space and that the management 
is hoping to develop some of the 
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adjacent land for gardening. 
Peterson Construction Co. 
reported that it has provided 
garden space in conjunction with 
the sales agreements for con­ 
dominiums known as patio 
homes. 
A spokesman explained that 
the division of the space is up to 
the association of which the 
residents are members. 
Up To Residents 
If the residents of the eight- 
plexes agree, one person may 
use more than the one-eighth of 
the space to which he or she 
would normally be entitled, he 
said. 
Although plans are not yet 
finalized, the management of 
Thomasbrook Apartments in­ 
dicated that garden space will be 
provided for interested 
residents. 
An area adjacent to the Villa 
Apartments has been available 
for gardening for the last three 
years. 
The amount of space available 
depends upon how many are in­ 
terested, a Villa spokesman said. 
For those who don’t have 


space in their own yards or 
apartment complexes, city space 
may be available. 
According to City Property 
Manager Dennis Fettinger’s of­ 
fice, many city-owned vacant 
lots will be open again this year 
for gardening. 
Fettinger said that interested 
people may check the available 
space on maps in his office and 
that garden agreements allow 
use of the land without charge. 
Most of the available lots of 
varying sizes are located in 
northeast Lincoln where the city 
has acquired land for the 
proposed Northeast Radial. 
Some Asked Early 
Calls for the lots, which are 
allotted on a first come-first 
serve basis, started coming into 
the city as early as last 
Novem ber; 
some lease 
agreements have already been 
entered into. 
The local Rock Island 
Railroad office said that Rock 
Island doesn’t lease its right-of- 
way for gardening, but the 
railroad has no objection if the 
gardener wants to take the risk

of having his or her garden 
destroyed by weed spray used by 
the railroad. 


Both Rock Island and 
Burlington Northern noted that 
allowing garden use along 
railroad right-of-way helps the 


railroad with its maintenance 
job of keeping the weeds down 
along the tracks. 
However, Burlington requires 
a formal agreement for leasing 
at a nominal cost the railroad 
property for gardening. 
Beginning Gardeners Warned Of Pitfalls

Millions of Americans with 
visions of ripe red tomatoes and 
leafy green lettuce at a fraction 
of the supermarket cost are 
buying seeds and getting ready 
for spring planting. But the 
experts warn that beginning gar­ 
deners face plenty of pitfalls. 
President Ford urged people 
to plant gardens to help fight in­ 
flation and the White House said 
this week that it is considering 
its own vegetable plot to set an 
example. The Agriculture 
Department estimates that 
members of one out of six 
American families will be ten­ 
ding a garden this summer. Seed 
companies report sales — and 
prices — are up. 
__________ 


Prices, soil types and planting 
times vary widely from, area to 
area and you will have to check 
local gardeners to find out what 
is best for you. 
Mark Cathey, who works at 
the Agriculture Department and 
is president of the American 
Horticultural Society, has some 
general advice, however.* 
“Think small, start small,” 
says Cathey. If you don’t know 
anything about gardening, don’t 
try a farm-size spread of hard-to- 
grow vegetables. “The first time 
around, you’ll be doing well to 
produce (anything).” 
Cathey says a 10-foot by 10- 
foot plot should provide enough 
vegetables for a family of four or 
five. Figure on spending about 
an hour a week on the garden 


after the initial planting. 
Remember: most vegetables 
need at least six hours a day of 
direct sunlight. If your yard 
doesn’t get enough sun, consider 
teaming up with a neighbor or 
checking to see if your city has a 
program to rent plots for 
nominal fees. 
After you’ve selected a plot, 
says Cathey, “the first step is to 
find our what your family will 
eat.” You won’t save any money 
if you grow items that no one 
likes. 
Get some expert advice. 
“ Everyone knows who’s the gar­ 
dener in the neighborhood,” 
says Cathey. Look for him and 
start up a conversation. Talk to 
your neighbors, get together to 


buy seed. You’ll save money and 
help conserve seed which is in 
short supply because of the in­ 
creased interest in gardening. 
The 100 member organizations 
of the American Horticultural 
Society also are a good source of 
information and they are listed 
in local telephone books. 
Cathey advises against a lot of 
fancy equipment. “ I do 
everything in my garden with a 
shovel and what I call con­ 
tinuous digging.” This means 
digging up the plot, breaking up 
clumps and roots and turning 
over the soil about a dozen times 
in a two-week period. 
Add fallen leaves and twigs to 
the soil to make a loose mixture; 
don’t bother about removing 


pebbles — take out only the 
rocks that are larger than your 
fist. 
Continuous digging and addi­ 
tion of leaves gives you a loose 
mixture so the level of your plot 
will be above the soil line in the 
rest of te garden. That’s impor­ 
tant, says Cathey, so roots aren’t 
exposed to the air the first time 
the rain washes away some dirt. 
The soil in most areas of the 
country needs extra limestone, 
Cathey says, and you should 
expect to use about 15 or 20 
pounds of garden fertilizer 
during the summer. 
Cathey says the easiest items 
to grow — “I call them foolproof 
vegetables” — are salad bowl 
lettuce, tomatoes, bell peppers, 


eggplant, zucchini squash and 
New Zealand or hot weather 
spinach. 


Derek Fell, director of the 
National Garden Bureau and a 
member of Ford’s “ Whip Infla­ 
tion Now’’ garden task force, has 
designed a 15- by 25-foot garden 
plot that he estimates could 
produce vegetables worth $200. 
The cost, he estimates, is about 
$40 in equipment and $11.15 in 
seed. 
Other price estimates vary. 
You'll need a hose and probably 
a sprinkler for a total cost of 
between $15 and $20. Some 
experts suggest renting a rotary 
tiller to break up the soil. Cathey 
prefers the exercise of plain 
digging. 


You may not be able to spend 
the same dollar twice, but you can 
use the same space for planting a 
garden twice in one season. 


The Lancaster County Exten­ 
sion Service office urges prospec­ 
tive gardeners to get double duty 
out of garden space by planting in 
March and April and then again in 
July and August for fall crops. 


Succession planting of some 
vegetables is also encouraged so 
that fresh vegetables are available 
during the entire season. 


By use of succession planting, a 
plot of 40 by 60 feet will provide 
sufficient vegetables year around 
for a family of four, according to 
Extension Agent Emery Nelson. 


According to the extension of­ 
fice, potatoes and peas may be 
planted as early as March 25. while 
onions, lettuce, radishes, spinach 
and cabbage may be planted the 
first few days of April. 


Carrots, 
cauliflower and beefs 
should be planted later in April, 
and beans, corn, squash, tomatoes, 
peppers, egg plant, cucumbers and 
melons should wait until May. 


Listed below are some of the 
other suggestions from the exten­ 
sion office on planing a garden: 


— Plant the radish seed in the 
rows of lettuce, spinach, beets 
and carrots and thin out the 
radishes as soon as they are 
ready to eat. 
— Make two successive plan­ 
tings about two weeks apart of 
radishes, lettuce, spinach, beets 
and beans. 
— Sprinkle sand over carrot 
seed so the little plants can come 
up it a rain crusts the top soil.

From your answer, you ob­ 
viously are not aware of the fact 
that recently a small device has 
been developed that can be sur­ 
gically implanted into the male 
organ of men who are unable to 
effect an erection. With this 
device, the patient (or his 
partner) is able to pump fluid 
into the penis, thus producing an 
erection at will and for as long as 
desired. 
Although the majority of our 
cases are men who are impotent 
due to physical reasons, we have 
also treated men whose im­ 
potence was due to psy­ 
chological reasons. 
This work is presently being 
done at various medical centers 
in the U.S. as well as in Europe, 
although it was initiated at St. 
Luke’s Episcopal Hospital in 
Houston, Texas. Because this is 
such a new development, I 
realize why it has not become a 
part of your knowledge.

Nelson Hoping To Be First And Last Coliseum 1D' Winner

In the first state high school basketball tournament played 


in Nebraska's Coliseum in 1926, Nelson won the Class D cham- 
pionship. 


Nelson (population 700) has a chance to be the Coliseum's 


last state Class D champion this weekend, too, since the 1976 
tourney will be moved to the new University of Nebraska 
Fieldhouse now in the later stages of construction at the State 
Fairgrounds. 


In the 49 years between the first and last state tournament 


at the CoUseum, Nelson basketball fans have eaten a lot of pop- 
corn. 


Their cheers have been absent from the CoUseum for 


almost half a century. Ironically, that 1926 championship was 
the last time Nelson qualified for the state tournament. 


"Two of the starters on that 1926 team are still living in 


Nelson," Nelson coach Wayne Gumaer points out. 


Harry Snyder, a retired Nuckolls County machine operator, 


and Ralph Bottenfield, a retired laundry owner, are the 1926 
starters Uving in Nelson. Jim Bargen, a retired farmer, was a 
member of that team and also still Uves in Nelson. 


Actually, this year marks the first time a Nelson team has 


earned its state tourney ticket through eliminations. The 1926 ti- 
tle club was among a wide-open field of 339 competing teams 
paying their own expenses. 


Nelson's last district championship until last week's win 


over Loomis was sometime in the early 1940's, missing a state 
tourney berth in regional competition, according to Gumaer. 


Nelson's route to a possible state championship promises to 


be rugged. The Tigers open Thursday at noon against Shickley, 
the season-long Class D ratings leader. Litchfield, the No. 2- 
seeded team is in the same bracket. 


"The key to our success this year has been our overall 


balance in scoring, rebounding and good bench strength," 
Gumaer believes. 


Although Nelson has endured a 49-year state tourney 


drouth, Gumaer piloted the 1967 Naponee team into the state 
Class D semifinals, losing to unbeaten Sprague-Martell. 


Naponee also had been unbeaten until the semifinals. Both 


small schools closed their doors later that spring. 


Litchfield hasn't waited as long as Nelson before returning 


to the state tourney in Lincoln. But the school's last appearance

Nelson Hoping To Be First And Last Coliseum ' D' Winner

In the first state high school basketball tournament play ed 
in Nebraska’s Coliseum in 1926, Nelson won the Class D cham­ 
pionship. 
Nelson (population 700) has a chance to be the Coliseum’s 
last state Class D champion this weekend, too, since the 1976 
tourney will be moved to the new University of Nebraska 
Fieldhouse now in the later stages of construction at the State 
Fairgrounds. 
In the 49 y ears between the first and last state tournament 
at the Coliseum, Nelson basketball fans have eaten a lot of pop­ 
corn. 
Their cheers have been absent from the Coliseum for 
almost half a century . Ironically , that 1926 championship was 
the last time Nelson q ualified for the state tournament. 
“Two of the starters on that 1926 team are still living in 
Nelson,” Nelson coach Way ne Gumaer points out. 
Harry Sny der, a retired Nuckolls County machine operator, 
and Ralph Bottenfield, a retired laundry owner, are the 1926 
starters living in Nelson. Jim Bargen, a retired farmer, was a 
member of that team and also still lives in Nelson. 
Actually , this y ear marks the first time a Nelson team has 
earned its state tourney ticket through eliminations. The 1926 ti­ 
tle club was among a wide-open field of 339 competing teams 
pay ing their own expenses. 
Nelson’s last district championship until last week's win 
over Loomis was sometime in the early 1940’s, missing a state 
tourney berth in regional competition, according to Gumaer. 
Nelson’s route to a possible state championship promises to 
be rugged. The Tigers open Thursday at noon against Shickley , 
the season-long Class D ratings leader. Litchfield, the No. 2- 
seeded team is in the same bracket. 
“The key to our success this y ear has been our overall 
balance in scoring, rebounding and good bench strength,” 
Gumaer believes. 


Although Nelson has endured a 49-y ear state tourney 
drouth, Gumaer piloted the 1967 Naponee team into the state 
Gass D semifinals, losing to unbeaten Sprague-Martell. 
Naponee also had been unbeaten until the semifinals. Both 
small schools closed their doors later that spring. 
Litchfield hasn’t waited as long as Nelson before returning 
to the state tourney in Lincoln. But the school’s last appearance 
was 193 8.

Coach Jim Janski, a 1968 Kearney State College graduate, 
believes 5-9 Brad Howard and 6-9 Bruce Hird, a pair of all-state 
candidates, “could play for any body .” 
Hird, the tallest play er in the state tourney field, in­ 
timidates Trojan opponents. This season he’s blocked 198 shots, 
almost 10 blocks per game. He’s also collected more than 4 00 
rebounds this season and 950 during his varsity career. 
Hird averages 15.6 points and 21.3 rebounds per game. 
Howard, a 4-y ear starter, has scored more than 1,000 career 
points and owns the school record in assists with 475. 
Other Trojans score well, too. Juniors Joe Lucas and Dick 
Wardy n average 15.8 and 15.6 points, respectively . Bo th also 


own double figure rebound averages. Mick Unick, a 5-9 senior is 
the other regular. 
Janski has a 74-26 career record. 


Shickley (23-3) 


All three of Shickley ’s three losses this season were inflicted 
by Friend, the third-seeded team in the Class C state toumev 
field.

Coach Richard Ideus, a 1968 Peru State College graduate 
with a 131-36 career record and one state title, emphasizes 
balanced scoring. 
That's reflected in the following point averages — senior 
guard Stan Dowdy (17 ), senior center Brad Schweitzer (15) 
senior swingman Bill Anderson (14), senior forward Rich 
Dondlinger (10) and junior guard Mike Lichti (5). 
The 6-5, 200-pound Dondlinger and 64, 230-pound 
Schweitzer are solid rebounders, averaging more than 10 apiece. 


Elgin (18-3) 


Only seven points separated Elgin from an unbeaten season 
The Eagles have lost by four to Gearwater, by two to Bartlett 
and by one to Petersburg. 
Rolhe Huffman, a 6-0 senior forward, is the scoring leader 
with a 15.9 average. John Miller, a 5-7, 136-pound guard, 
averages 12.8 points. 
Other regulars Dan Kuester (6-0), Mike Kinney (5-10) and 
Steve Heithoff (6-0) combine for 21 points per game for the 
defensive-minded Eagles. 
Coach Glenn Fiihr, a William Penn (Iowa) College 
graduate, has a 32-23 career record. 


Wilsonville (20-4) 


Coach Doug Fastenau accomplished a rarity — a state tour­ 
nament team in his first y ear of coaching after graduating from 
Chadron State College last spring. 
Three of the Wildcats’ four losses came against Class C com­ 
petition. Most impressive victory was 68-53 decision over rated 
Beaver City . 
Randy Preslee, a 5-11 forward, who jumps center, is all- 
state candidate with 17.4 scoring and 13.2 rebounding averages 
He’s also an A-plus student. Three other starters support twin 
figure scoring averages - 5-11 Dan Elwood (14.3), 64 Brad 
Ballou (14.0) and 5-10 Ron Py well (10.9). 
Ken Ankenman, a 5-8 guard, contributes almost eight points 
a game. 


Ponca (17-4) 


Class D basketball followers should recognize coach Larrv 
Buhl, a 1959 Way ne State College graduate. He coached Beaver 
Crossing to the 1964 state Class D championship and has a 208- 
122 career record.

opposition to their efforts from 
environmental groups who want 
to leave nature to its own 
devices. A good example of this 
is the snagging projects on the 
Wood River which involved 
removing dead trees from the 
river bed. 


Thousands of dead elm trees, 


victims of Dutch elm disease, 
are falling into rivers, creeks and 
streams throughout the state, 
creating an ugly looking mess 
that has an unfortunate tendency 
to gather under bridges 
whenever it floods. 


Dead trees jam outlets to 


dams, the space beneath bridges 
and plug culverts, creating huge 
flooded areas that crossroads, 
often wash them out and in- 
terrupt travel for weeks until the 
road and bridges can be repaired 
at tremendous cost to county 
governments. 


The NRDs own lots of unusual 


equipment which they lease to 
land owners, such as gopher 
getters, 
grass drills, in-

Have the secretary of 


agriculture set the price the 
government will pay for any 
commodity produced on Jan. 1 
— unless it is a crop like winter 


wheat which is planted in the 
fall, then set the price on Aug. 1. 


Under my plan the govern- 


ment then would offer to buy for 
the next 12 months any corn 
offered for a fixed price based on 
No 2 corn For example, set the 
price at $3 a bushel. A farmer 
would know for sure he could 
always get $3 a bushel for his 
corn on that year. Any other 
buyer obviously would have to 
buy it at a higher price or he 
couldn't get it unless the govern- 
ment gave it to him 


Write in provisions that the 


price must be set at least at 90% 
of the 1910 parity formula. If it is 
not set on the date in the law, 
the price will automatically be 
110% of the price the preceding 
year.

This is the kind of price rally 
we can expect to see throughout 
the summer months whenever 
pipeline supplies dry up and 
whenever weather news about 
the 1975 crop is bad. 
We will see some farmer 
selling when the price turns 
around as it surely will. The 
amount of selling that develops 
will determine the length of time 
between this rally and the next 
one. 
The grain buyers are counting 
heavily on a good crop this fall in 
the United States. If the U.S. 
crop is a poor one or is actually 
cut back by farmers, the price 
will have to go up again or con­ 
sumption be cut back sharply. 
There is an honest reason to 
believe that wheat crops in all 
parts of the world may be 


somewhat short of buyers’ 
expectations due to weather 
problems. 
A large, dry area in west 
Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas and 
much of Colorado could expand, 
causing some important cuts in 
the U.S. crop potential for 
winter wheat. A heavy rain 
throughout this dry area will 
dampen grain prices in general 
while any reports of blowing 
earth and expansion of the dry 
areas will increase all grain 
prices. 
The best and safest rule is to 
sell a sixth of what grain you still 
hold each month between now 
and harvest. Very few farmers 
are lucky enough to pick the best 
spot to sell in any week, much 
less for an entire summer.

Two Ainsworth teen-agers

The victims were identified as 


Kathy Allen, 14, and Patrick 
Jefferson, 15. They were 
passengers in an auto driven by 
Randy Dillon, 18, of Ainsworth. 


Hospitalized were Dillon and 


three other passengers—Mike 
Jefferson, 18, Becky Allen, 15, 
and John Nicholson, 12, all of 


Ainsworth. The Nicholson youth 
later was transferred to an 
Omaha hospital. 


Early Saturday, Nathan 


Becerra, 24, and his 23-year-old 
wife, Debra, of Council Bluffs, 
Iowa, died in a two-car collision 
on Interstate 480 near the 
Martha Street exit in Omaha. 


Police said the Becerra car 


was southbound on the in- 
terstate when it was in collision 
with a northbound auto driven 
by Kaye Chappie of Omaha. 


Omaha police reports said the 


Chappie car apparently went out 
of control and left the ground as 
it crossed the median, landing on 
top of the Becerra car. 


Later Saturday, a man iden- 


tified as James Lee Gasaway, 43, 
of Westmorland, Calif., was 
killed in a one-car accident on 
Nebraska 17 about a mile south 
of Culbertson. 


Troopers said Gasaway and 


Ernest Melchert of McCook 
were in a car traveling north on 
the highway when the auto ap- 
parently went out of control and 
rolled.

courses on each of the 22 public 
college campuses in Nebraska, 
as well as using the four SUN 
learning centers. 


That "would let us coordinate 


continuing education programs 
through the existing in- 
stitutions," NU President D.B. 
Vamer said. 


The system would also repre- 


sent a departure from the 
original SUN concept of 
operating separate learning 
centers to supplement the 
college-at-home course study. 


The SUN Advisory Council has 


favored the separate approach, 
to serve students who live far 
from traditional campuses. 


Varner, who hatched the SUN 


idea and also serves as president 
of its regional outgrowth, the 
University of Mid-America 
(UMA), made the comments in a 
hearing by the Legislature's Ap- 
propriations Committee on the 


NU budget. 


SUN requested almost $158,- 


000 in state tax funds for its 
course delivery system. 


Varner also stepped firmly 


ahead on another idea he'd only 
referred to previously, that SUN 
should deliver all liberal arts 
courses to Nebraska's technical 
community colleges. 


For example, vocational- 


technical students in two-year 
programs on each of Nebraska's 
11 tech college campuses could 
all take their freshman English 
course from SUN, which uses 
television, newspaper lessons, 
audio cassettes and printed 
materials for self-paced study. 


Varner has said such an opera- 


tion would offer "high quality" 
instruction, eliminate un- 
necessary duplication of courses 
on Nebraska's postsecondary 
campuses and free vocational in- 
stcuctors from teaching 
academic courses. 


He also promised a tax 


savings, explaining that SUN

courses can be delivered for 
slightly more than $20 per credit 
hour, or half the general fund ap- 
propriation to the state colleges. 


That offers a coincidental rep- 


ly to Appropriations Committee 
Chairman Richard Marvel's 
question of whether Nebraska 
can afford to support 22 separate 
campuses as they presently 
exist. 


"Any subject, other than a 


strictly lab approach, could be 
taught" through SUN, Varner 
said. And some courses, 
"properly developed," could be 
used four to five years before up- 
dating would be required, he 
added. 


Noting the millions of dollars 


the federal government has in- 
vested in SUN and UMA, Vamer 
said the experimental "open 
learning" project "does have 
enormous national sig- 
nificance." And he suggested 
that same potential should be 
applied for Nebraskans.

The sy stem wou ld also repre­ 
sent a departu re from the 
original SUN concept of 
operating separate learning 
centers to su pplement the 
college-at-home cou rse stu dy . 
The SUN Adv isory Cou ncil has 
fav ored the separate approach, 
to serv e stu dents who liv e far 
from traditional campu ses. 
Varner, who hatched the SUN 
idea and also serv es as president 
of its regional ou tgrowth, the 
Univ ersity of Mid-America 
( UMA), made the comments in a 
hearing by the Legislatu re’s Ap­ 
propriations Committee on the 


NU bu dget. 
SUN requ ested almost $158,- 
000 in state tax fu nds for its 
cou rse deliv ery sy stem. 
Varner also stepped firmly 
ahead on another idea he’d only 
referred to prev iou sly , that SUN 
shou ld deliv er all liberal arts 
cou rses to Nebraska’s technical 
commu nity colleges. 
For ex ample, v ocational- 
technical stu dents in two-y ear 
programs on each of Nebraska’s 
11 tech college campu ses cou ld 
all take their freshman English 
cou rse from SUN, which u ses 
telev ision, newspaper lessons, 
au dio cassettes and printed 
materials for self-paced stu dy . 
Varner has said su ch an opera­ 
tion wou ld offer "high qu ality ” 
instru ction, elim inate u n­ 
necessary du plication of cou rses 
on Nebraska’s postsecondary 
campu ses and free v ocational in- 
stc u c tors from teaching 
academic cou rses. 
He also prom ised a tax 
sav ings, ex plaining that SUN 
Group Urges Support 
For Wildlife Habitats 
The N ebraska W ildlife 
Federation Su nday u rged the 
"su pport and help" of ev ery 
citizen 
towards 
preserv ing 
wildlife habitation areas in the 
state. 
Connie Bowen, federation 
ex ecu tiv e director, said the 
Nebraska Game Commission 
"alone cannot realize solu tions 
to ou r habitat problems.” 
"Howev er dedicated and 
resou rcefu l, the commissioners 
and their staff need the su pport 
and help of ev ery citizen who 
shares their concern for wildlife 
su pport habitat,” Mrs. Bowen 
said. 
Mrs. Bowen noted the 
Nebraska riv er basins statewide 
attitu de stu dy in 1973 fou nd that 
6 0', of Nebraskans consider it 
"absolu tely necessary or v ery 
important" to prov ide water for 
wildlife and recreation. 
"The proclamation ‘We care 
in Nebraska.’ has been su bstan­ 
tiated." she said. "And y et, 
habitat continu es to dwindle, the 
desires of the pu blic continu e to 
be ignored." 
Mrs. Bowen said Nebraska 
remains among the declining 
nu mber of states where su ch 
pu blic v alu es as fish and wildlife 


hav e no ex istance u nder law as 
beneficial u ses of water. 
“No stretch of riv er in this 
land of riv ers that is Nebraska,” 
she said, "is u nder consideration 
for w ild life and sc e nic 
designation.” 
In addition, Mrs. Bowen said 
wetlands aren't recognized as a 
legal classification of su rface 
water in Nebraska and "no 
mechanisms ex ist ev en to 
monitor, mu ch less regu late, the 
drainage of wetlands.”

cou rses can be deliv ered for 
slightly more than $20 per credit 
hou r, or half the general fu nd ap­ 
propriation to the state colleges. 
That offers a coincidental rep­ 
ly to Appropriations Committee 
Chairman Richard Marv el’s 
qu estion of whether Nebraska 
can afford to su pport 22 separate 
campu ses as they presently 
ex ist. 


"Any su bject, other than a 
strictly lab approach, cou ld be 
tau ght" throu gh SUN, Varner 
said. And som e cou rses, 
"properly dev eloped.” cou ld be 
u sed fou r to fiv e y ears before u p­ 
dating wou ld be requ ired, he 
added. 


Noting the millions of dollars 
the federal gov ernment has in­ 
v ested in SUN and UMA, Varner 
said the ex perimental "open 
learning” project "does hav e 
e norm ou s na tiona l sig ­ 
nificance.”
